A SHOCKING MURDER. 


A Husband Kills His Wife, shoots 
Twice at His Daughter and 
Attempts to Ccmmiut 
Snicide. 


From the Pioche Journa'. 


A case of crime of unparalleled fiand- 
isuness comes to us from Mineral Park, 
Arizona ‘Territory. From Mr. Oatlin, 
the mail carrier between Pioche and the 
Colorado river, we learn the following 
concerning the fearful tragedy commit- 
ted at that place. A man named 
Michael DeKuy, with his family, who 
had been residing at Pahranagat 
on a small tract of land, one day, about 
three months ago, went to Groom dis- 
trict to work at bis trade—that of a 
carpenter—leaving bis wife and family | 
at their home in Pahranagat. A short 
time after leaving, two travelers, or 
emigrants, came along that way and 
stopped at DeKay’s house. They re- 
wialoed one bight, and the next morning 
Mrs. DsKay hitched up a team and left 
with the emigrante for Mineral Park, 
Arizona, taking Ser children, an infant 
and a girl thirteen years of age, together

found them in Mineral park. Nothing 
serious happened at that time and every- 
thing apparently moved along as if noth.

ing with her infant in her arms, and de- 
liberately placing the pistol to her head, 
shot her through the temple kill. 
ing her instantly. Her daughter 
on hearing the report of the pistol ard 
the cries of the little babe, ran for life 
into the street, calling for help. Her 
fiendish jather ran after, firing two shots 
at her as she ran, but fortunately missed 
his mark. He then went back to the 
room of the dead wife and mother, rojl- 
ed the body from the bed to the floor, 
and taking a large butcher knife’ he 
piaced it under her body, as aa evidence 
that she was after him with the knife 
to kill him and he shot her in self 
defence. The murderer, after complet- 
ing his dirty work, placed the pistol to 
his left side, and shot himself, but the 
ball struck a rib snd glanced, producing 
only a flesh wound. By this time a large 
crowd of men had gathered near, at the 
cries of the girl, and surrounded the 
house. DeKay came out and gave him- 
self up, when he was taken in charge by 
the crowd, and loud talk of lynching 
him was heard by many, but by the 
timely interference of several parties 
his neck was saved. He is now 
under guard at Mineral Park, awaiting 
his trial, Which will take place shortly. 
DeKay is well known in Pioche by 
many, having lived here, together with 
a brother, two years ago, working at the 
carpenter’s trade, and erecting several 
large buildipgs in thie plsce. He was in 
town about two months ago. Twosons, 
aged about sixteen and twenty-one, have 
been working at Las Vegas, and were at } 
that place at the time ofthe tragedy,, 
but have since gone to Mineral Park.
